I view present events in China 
as but another phase in the mighty 
struggle between Britain and Rus- 
sia, It’s the old enmity, again as-! 
serting itself, The fact that Great | 
Itritain has recognized the new 
form of government in Russia car- 
ries with it something of uncer- 
tainty in regard to her present 
policy. 

The Soviet element. enters into 
the situation principally’ as a re- 
‘sult of Russia's response to Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen’s appeal. Back in 
the early days of the nationalist 
party, for ald in ousting North- 
ern war lords who stood in the 
way of the realization of national 
ideas. America, Japan and Great 
Britain had turned a cold’ shoul- 
der. In desperation, Sun Yat Sen 
set his predicament before Soviet 
Russia and received much of the 
assistance. he desired, particularly 
through an effective propaganda 
among the Chinese workers which 
prepared the way. for the onward 
march of the Southern armies. 

There can be no doubt that Dr. 
Sun's ‘three people’s principals” 
actuate the nationalist party to- 
day. In brief they are: 

1.—Political freedom 
Chinese people, 

2.--Economic elevation of
